In opening this series: of articles we stated that South- 
ern Baptists were facing some serious financial problems, 
both in the churches and in the denomination. 

In subsequent articles we have shown that God has 
provided a financial plan for the support of His churches 
—the tithes and offerings of His people. 

The tithe of Southern Baptists for 1961 has been re- 
liably estimated to be about $2,300,000,000. Last — they 
gave $480,608,972, or approximately one-fourth of the 
tithe. The figures on giving for 1961 are not yet available

What would even that amount do for our} 
work? The answer is so staggering that it sounds fantastic 


and unbelievable. 
LOCAL PROGRAM 
In the first place the local program of every church 
could be enlarged two and one-half times.

Our financial problems and failures of today have been 
brought about by the fact that we have not taught every | 
Baptist to give according to God’s plan. This must be a_ 
major emphasis if we are even to begin to really carry out | 
our Lord’s commission. |

Jesus’ disciples did not fast— 
neither before nor after his 
death. Oh, well, they might 
have done so and the record 
simply does not so indicate. 

That they did not fast before 
his death is clear from Mt, 9:14. 
Jesus excused them for their 
nonfasting practices and predic- 
ted indirectly that they would 
fast at his death (Mt. 9:15). How- 
ever, this same verse provides 
strong evidence that he simply 
meant that they would mourn. 

Of course, fasting is related | 
to mourning. In sorrow, one | 
hardly has a stomach for food. 
But if the disciples fasted at 
Jesus’ death no record was pre- 
served of such fasting. The 
nearest thing to evidence of 


ASV. After his resurrection |

He must 
cive loyalty to the denomination 
which he loves and serves and, 
at the same time, loyalty to the 
free and best in his search for 
truth, As such, he must live 
in two worlds—that of the grass- 
roots and that of the academic 
pursuit — and he must not lose 
understanding and grasp of 
either. The Southern Baptist 
seminary professor is not likely 
to lose contact with the grass; 

He preaches in the 
churches almost every Sunday, 
teaches in Bible studies and con- 
ferences there, and stays in the 
homes of the people in the com- 
munities. He has opportunity 
to hear the hunger and heart- 
beat of lay people who yearn 
for a deeper knowledge of the 
Biple. As such, he is perhaps 
closer than many whose par-|

At times, he must bring to) 
bear the application of varying! 
methods and thoughts in an ef-| 
fort to meet the needs. This 
means a certain amount of 
change; not. in thé Bible, but 
in one’s quest to be addressed 
by its ‘thundering revelation.

Goodwater 
Assails Legal 
Liquor 


Members of Goodwater 
Church, Simpson County, Rev. 
David Merritt, pastor, have 
made a written statement con- 
cerning their opposition to le- 
galized liquor, urging elected 
leaders to use their influence 
to defeat the -issue. 

The recommendation indica- 
ted the congregation's ‘‘dis- 
pleasure for the black market 
tax, as a hypocritical and 
underhanded condition.”

in the home of Jesus, Mary 
and Joseph ‘filling the role of 
godly. parents with true fideli- 
ty and Jesus exhibiting res- 
pect and dbedience without 
flaw. In the course of time 
Jesus’ role ag the sm of Mary 
had to be supe: by his mis- 
sion as the Megsial, but even 
during the agony oi the cross 
he made provision for Mary’s 
care. The meaning and 


mandment found esression in 
the teachings of Jesus as he 
exposed the hypoersy of the 
scribes and Pharisees rela- 
tive to the vicious tradition of 
corban which encouraged the 
violation of God’s Command- 
ment of respect toward par- 
ents. 

The breakdown in family 
life has become a threat to the 
moral character and stability 
of our nation. In countless 
homes parental authority and 
filial respect have almost van- 
ished. A recovery of the di- | 
vine pattern of family living 
is one of our most imperative 
needs. 


The Lesson Explained 
Respect For Parents (Ex. 20: 
12) 

What does it mean to honor 
one’s father and mother? Ob- 
viously, it means to obey. It 
is necessary for authority to 
be maintained in the home, 
and this is a responsibility of 
parents. Children lack exper- 
fence and judgement. They 
are motivated primarily by 
self-interest. This makes _ it 
necessary for them to be sub- 
ject to the control’ of more 
mature persons. But the obli- 
gation to obey does not mean 
blind obedience when children 
become old enough to under- 
ponsibility for themselves. 
parents unless it becomes aj} 
matter of conscience involving 
disobedience toward God. 


To honor father and mother 
includes more than obedience. 
It means to show respect and 
courtesy toward one’s parents, 
to treat them with kindness 
and consideration, and to ex- 
press to them 
gratitude. It means to respond 
to their love and _ sacrifice. 
their instruction and training. 
When sickness or the infirmity 
of age comes, respect for 
parents of course includes 
physical care and necessary 
companionship. 

A promise accompanies the 
Fifth Commandment. It de- 
clares the timeless truth that 
the right attitude foward par- 
ents leads to enduring family 
life. The sense of authority; 
the commitment to moral 
standards, and fevotion to 
spiritual ideals make a nation 
strong. 

Violation Through Tradition 
(Mark 7:9-13) 

The scribes, and Pharisees 
found fault with Jesus and his 
disciples because they violated 
the tradition by eating without 
first washing their hands. Je- 
sus’ critics were not concern- 
ed about sanitation but about 
one of the ceremonial tradi- 
tions. Jesus rebuked them se- 
verely for their hypocrisy and 
charged them with substitu- 
ting their tradition the 
commandments of G 

Jesus then illustraied his 
Point by showing how they 
used a tradition to justify 
breaking the Fifth Command- 
ment. According to the law of 
Moses, disrespect for parents 
was 80 serious that it was, in 
some Cases, a crime punish- 
able by death. But the oral 

allowed a person to 
say “Corban” with respect to 
some property, that is, to say 
that it was a gift dedicated to 
God. On this pretense, a per- 
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tradition led to a wicked viola- 
tion of God's; command to 
honor one’s Parents. Again 
and again, the’ word of God 
was nullified by tradition. 
Jesus’ Concern For His Mother 
(John 19:25-27) 

Jesus himself, was a perfect 
example of regard for par- 
ents. During his young man- 
hood he very probably assum- 
ed the responsibility for the 
care of his mother. But there, 
while he was hanging on the 
cross; he forgot himself for 
the moment and made pro- 
vision for her need, commit- 
ting her to the care of the 
beloved disciple John. She was 
to think of him as her son, 
and he was to care for her as 
his mother. What more per- 
fect expression of respect and 
love and. appreciation could 
ever have been given!

(Judges 5:24-31)

In the Old Testament the pathetic story is told of the mother 
who stood beside the window of her room anxiously awaiting 
the return of her son, After waiting what seemed to have been 
an eternity, she cried out .in despair, “Why is his chariot so 


long in coming?” (Judges 5:28). The sad truth was that her} 


son had béen killed. Se was waiting for the dead! 
There are many people today who are 
also ‘waiting for the dead. One is waiting for 
the dead if he is waiting for the world to get 
better by itself. The need for a better world 
in which to live is abvious to all, One example 
of the weak moral fiber of American society 
was evidenced by the basketball scandals which 
reached into our own state. Concerning the 
reason for this particular tragedy, Bob Cousy, 
a prpfessional basketball star said: “America’s 
-. morality is rotten to the core.” : 
When good people do nothing, evil is. victorious. This is 
what A. T. Rasmussen has called “decisional default.” It is time 
for the Christian to “put on the whole armour of God,” (Ephes- 
ians 6:11) and join in the battle for good,
